TIONS — The nation’s land 
grant colleges, such as the 
Univ ersity of Illinois, come 
in for some criticism for con­ 
tinuing research to obtain 
greater productiv ity of grain. 


The reaso n fo r the criticism is 
u nd erstand able. 
Why sho u ld we try to increase 
grain p ro d u ctio n when su rp lu ses of 
these same grains is o ne of o u r o v er­ 
rid ing p ro blems? 
Pro d u cing mo re than we co nsu me 
p o ses a real eco no mic p ro blem the 
agricu ltu ral md u stry has faced for 
many y ears. 
What is part of the root problem? 
In a word: world markets. 
We hav e to make a decision and 
that is whether United States farm­ 
ers are to produce for domestic 
consumption or to produce 
for 
world markets. 
If they are to p ro d u ce to meet o u r 
need s, then they sho u ld immed iately 
cu t back, fo r they are o v erp ro d u cing. 
This being tru e, fu rther research to 
o btain mo re p ro d u ctiv ity is the height 
of fo o lishness. 
Ho wev er, the o ther q u estio n lo o ms. 
Shou ld American agricu ltu re be in 
wo rld co mp etitio n? 
When we are co ncerned abo u t o u r 
rate of eco no mic gro wth, the o nly 
o bv io u s answer is, y es. 
If all American industry pro­ 
duced for domestic consumption 
our annual gross national product 
would be only a fraction of what 
it is. 
Other U.S. industry ' has taken 
Its bumps in world trade. The 
agricultural industry has special 
problems, 
some 
of 
which 
are 
political, which has kept world 
competition in the background. 
Agricu ltu re has been called a sick 
ind u stry and whatev er ails it will 
co ntinu e lo be its afflictio n u ntil we 
enter 
into 
wo rld 
co mp etitio n 
in 
earnest. 
The U. S. 
State 
Dep artment 
in 
recent mo nths has mad e o v ertu res to 
the Eu ro p ean Co mmo n Market for 
so me recip ro cal lo wering of tariff 
barriers on U. S. food p ro d u cts. The 
answer was a firm ‘ no .” 
With the world so heav ily popu­ 
lated with hungry people, there 
ought to be ready markets. Of 
course, the problems are two, one 
money to buy , and the second, 
political. 
After d isco u nting these, there are 
m arkets in which U. S. agricu ltu re 
mu st beco me co mp etitiv e. 
Other ind u strial p ro d u ctio n has had 
to p u sh ou t to meet fo reign co mp eti­ 
tio n on its own gro u nd . 
One of the failures to effectiv ely 
do this has drawn American capital 
into production plants located in 
foreign countries. We hav e seen 
this happen with painful regular­ 
ity . 
As a natio n, we are the wo rld s

Were there others among the 
26,400 cans of J apanese tuna packed 
the same day by the sam e West 
Coast packer? 


Ex perts say the answers may be 
sev eral day s away . 


Two Detroit women died of food 
poisoning tentativ ely diagnosed as 
“ ty pe E botulism,” a rare ty pe gen­ 
erally associated with marine life 
from ex treme cold waters. 


Dale Weav er, manager of the Dix ­ 
on A&P Store, Wednesday receiv ed 
notification from the store manage­ 
ment to pull all tuna fish cans from 
a 
specified 
packer 
from 
store 
shelv es. 


J erry Riggs, assistant manager of 
the local store, today told the Tele­ 
graph the company , in a second 
communication, ex pressed doubt that 
the A&P tuna fish caused the food 
p o iso ning deaths, and further indi­

Many ski reso rts suffered from a 
[lack of snow. 


Generally business wasn’t hurt as 
much as it sometimes is during a 
hard winter, a surv ey by The As­ 
sociated Press showed. 


Retail sales were up two percent­ 
age points from a y ear ago. Industrial 
production held steady , with steel 
and auto output climbing. 


At Kingston Springs, in a pocket on 
the Harpeth Riv er near Nashv ille, 
the mercury plummeted to 30 de­ 
grees below zero on J an. 24. Nash­ 
v ille recorded an all-time low (rf 
15.4 degrees below zero. 


Deeper in the South, New Orleans 
had its coldest winter since 19 05. Fif­ 
teen day s of freezing or below left 
a seasonal mean temperature (rf 51.7 


degrees. The 19 05 mean was 51.1. The 
record is 50.9 set rn 1886. 
In Florida, a mid-December freeze 
sent temperatures down to IO degrees 
in the northern portion. As a result, 
the state's citrus crop was cut from 
an estimated 161.7 million to 110.7 
million box es. 


Costs Growers 
Citrus ex perts said it will cost 
growers more than $300 million to 
replace trees and rehabilitate grov es 
during the nex t three to fiv e y ears. 
Nev ertheless, the state enjoy ed a 
boom tourist y ear, with northerners 
flocking there rn hopes of finding a 
bit of sunshine. 
There was an unofficial 50 below 
zero reading at Decorah in northeast 
Iowa. In some parts of tile state the 
temperature sank below zero ev ery 
night for as long as three weeks. 
Ice on the Great Lakes was report­ 
ed the thickest in 50 y ears. Lake 
Superior, nev er known to hav e frozen 
completely 
ov er, 
came dose this 
[y ear.

Until a few years azo all form4 of 
honatiti4 were lumped together and 
ca’.ed “jaundice ” The eau** wa* 
poorly understood We now recognize I 
a form of hepatitis caused b y such 
po.-on< as chloroform, caroon tetra­ 
chloride. and arsenic, as well as a 
form caused b y v iruses. 


In the pa-t IO years there ha* b een 1 
a steady tncrea-e in the numb er of 
reported ca'P4 of v iral hepatitis. T he; 
rca-or for this is interesting, as i t 1 
parallels the situation that existed ut 
po., nm yell us b efore there was a 
polo 
v accine. 


In ov ercrowded areas where samta- j 
non is poor the v irus is w idely j 
spread. Almost all infants liv ing un- 
j der these conditions are infected, b ut 
they hav e the disease in a v ery mild 
form. .Although their infection usually 1 
goes unrecognized, it produces in 
them a lifelong immunity. As sanita­ 
tion improv es, fewer and fewer per-1 
-ons are thus protected in childhood 
If exposed to the v irus a 4 adults, they 
get a sev ere attack of the disease. 


In a d d i t i o n to transmission 
through contaminated water, this 
di-eav -e ha- been spread b> fond 
handlers who are immune earners, 
and by oy sters taken from polluted 
bed-. At least one epidemic was 
controlled by a campaign to eradi- . 
cate cockroaches in a large housing 
dev elopment. 


There is another hepatitis v irus that 
is transm itted only from the b iood of j 
one person to that of another. Im m u-; 
ruty to the water-b orne v irus doe- not 
protect against the other Recognition 
of this second type of v iral hepatitis 
ha4 caused b lood b anks to take ev ery 
precaution not to accept donors whoi 
hav e had jaundice or any form of 
hepatitis. 
The usual symptom? of hepatitis 
arc fev er, weakness, and lo?4 of ap­ 
petite. Ai though many persons also 
hav e yellowing of the skin and the 
whites of their eyes. well ov er 4(1 
per cent do not hav e jaundice. Unless 
an auert doctor finds that the liv er is 
en.arged and make? liv er tests the sui- 
ferer may recov er in the b elie? that 
he had some form of flu. The sev erity 
of the attack’ depends on the numb er 
of the v irus, its aggre-siv enes4 and 
the age and general state of health 
of the v ictim Complete recov ery may ; 
take two or three months. 
There is no m iracle drug for hepa­ 
titis Treatment consists of b ed rest 
to allow maximal How of Wood to the 
liv er, and a b alanced diet which in­ 
duce? fat. The prev ention of hepatitis 
is nest achiev ed b y strict ob serv ance 
of sanitary measure? 
Per-ans who 
are thrown into clo^e family contact 
with a mem b er who has hepatitis 
should b e giv en gamma glob u.ir Trns 
is of no v alue rn treatment, b ut it pro­ 
v ides an effectiv e immunity for ab out 
two months Pregnant women are es­ 
pecially in need of such protection. 
The most hopeful aspect of this 
whole prob lem is that workers rn this 
field may soon come up with a v ac­ 
cine that will giv e a more lasting im­ 
munity.

up. American chicken farmers face 
the loss of $50 million of business a 
year. 
Even more money is involved in 
U. S. exports of grain and grain 
products to the Common Market— 
$389 million in 1961. Here too the 
levies have begun to be felt. Eggs 
and pork are also affected. 
The most recent figures of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture show a

The Common Market aims to set 
up uniform prices throughout the 
six countries for wheat and other 
grains. If the price is set high, 
farmers inside the Common Market 
will put even more land into gram,

Right now tho French government 
supports wheat prices at about $2.15

Also , the M-33 has du al fre­ 
q u en cy , bo th lo n g an d sho rt-ran ge 
wav elen gths. It can be u sed at lo n g 
ran ge to detect clo u ds, an d as the 
clo u d gets clo ser, can be tu rn ed to 
the sho rt-ran ge freq u en cy to o btain 
mu ch greater detail. 
“Radar has beco me an in v alu able 
to o l in meteo ro lo gy research an d is 
su p erio r to weather satellites 
in 
man y resp ects,” Sto u t said. “Ov er 
co n tin en tal areas p articu larly , a n et­ 
wo rk o f radar statio n s can p ro v ide 
mo re in fo rmatio n to the weather 
scien tist an d the fo recaster than can 
the Tiro s satellite which sees o n ly 
the to p su rface o f clo u ds an d can n o t 
p ictu re the in terv en in g clo u d lay ers.”

The final curtain on the 1 962-63 basketball season has 


already fallen for all of the Telegraph area’s basketball 
teams. The past season was a banner year for some schools 
and not so good for others. 


The Forreston Cardinals, the Ro­ 
chelle Hubs and the Mendota Tro­ 
jans paced the clubs in this area, 
while three others of the 1 4 -team area 
posted records above the .500 per 
cent mark. 
Forreston enjoyed another fine sea­ 
son with an overall mark of 21 wins 
and seven losses. The Cardinals 
started the season with only one sen­ 
ior regular back but went on to tie 
for third in the Route 72 Conference. 
The Rochelle Hubs had their best 
season in North Ceneral Illinois Con­ 
ference competition in recent years. 
The Hubs had a 21 and six season 
mark and finished fourth in the tight 
NCIC race with an 8 -3 record. Ro­ 
chelle’s season ended when they were 
upset in the finals of the DeKalb 
Regional Tournament. 
Mendota, to the south, continued to 
win under Coach Bob Beals. The Tro­ 
jans paced by their All-Stater Willie 
Hanson finished in third place in 
the NCIC with a 9-2 mark. They were 
18 -5 for the season. 
Coach Don Murray’s Ohio Bull­ 
dogs had another good year tying for 
first in the Little Eight Conference. 
Ohio had a 16-8 final record on the 
year and 7-1 in the tough Little Eight 
loop. 
Mt. Morris finished third in the 
North Blackhawk this season while 
the Hawks of Oregon grabbed off 
fourth place. The Mounder* were 
above .500 for the season with 
a 
12-11 slate while Oregon was 12-10. 
The Mounders were 10-4 in the 
league while Oregon finished with a 
9-5 mark. 
The Eagles of Franklin Grove and 
the Blue Raiders of Walnut nearly 
finished the year above .500. Frank­ 
lin had its best season this year since 
1951-52 and ended with a 10-11 mark. 
Eagle coach Allen Smith was in his 
first year at the helm of the Franklin 
five. The Eagles took fifth in the 
Route 72 Conference. 
The Raiders were also one below 
the break even point with a 13-14 
slate. Bob Johns was also in his first 
year at Walnut. The Raiders finished 
9-9 in the South Blackhawk which 
was good for a tie for fifth. 
Ashton in the Route 7 2 Conference 
ended with a 4 -17 mark and eighth in 
the conference but hopes for a better 
record next season. Coach Darrell 
Neubauer has a good portion of his 
varsity back including standout soph­ 
omore Terry Greenfield.
